JANUS:  THE  TWO-FACED  GOD 

What  better  coin  to  grace  our  first  cover  of  the  year  than  the  Roman  Republic 
didrachm  bearing  the  head  of  Janus  (Cl  in  the  Sales  List)? 

Janus,  in  Roman  mythology,  was  a  god  who  had  two  faces,  each  looking  in  opposite 
directions — one  into  the  past  and  the  other  into  the  future.  He  was  the  guardian  of 
gates  and  doorways,  his  name  coming  from  the  Latin  word  janua ,  meaning  gate,  and 
the  first  month  of  the  year  was  named  after  him. 

The  Romans  prayed  to  Janus  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  any  important  action, 
especially  a  war.  The  doors  to  Janus’  temple  in  Roman  always  remained  open  in 
wartime  and  were  only  closed  during  the  rare  periods  when  the  empire  was  at  peace. 
These  peaceful  eras  were  so  uncommon  that  Nero  issued  a  special  series  of  coins  to 
commemorate  them. 

Janus  was  a  regular  obverse  type  of  the  Republican  as  and  appears  occasionally  on 
coins  of  the  emperors.  He  is  also  sometimes  used  as  a  reverse  type,  appearing  as  a  full- 
length  figure  holding  a  sceptre,  and  his  temple  is  shown  on  some  coins  of  Nero. 

Other  Indo-European  peoples  had  a  god  who  resembled  Janus.  The  early  Hindus  in 
India,  for  example,  prayed  to  a  two-faced  god  called  Vayu  before  starting  any  major 
undertaking. 

The  Peace  of  Utrecht  medal  by  D.  Drappentier  (U13)  shows  a  representation  of 
Peace  locking  the  doors  of  the  temple  of  Janus. 


LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR 


I  notice  from  a  brochure  sent  to  us  by  the 
Royal  Mint  and  Coin  Club  that  the  N  £5  coin 
is  being  offered  in  ‘brilliant  uncirculated'  con¬ 
dition  incorporating  a  “U”  mark  on  the  re¬ 
verse  field.  The  blurb  goes  on  to  say  that  “This 
mark  is  an  assurance  that  the  coin  in  indeed 
classified  ...  as  a  ‘brilliant  uncirculated' 
coin”. 

But  the  terminology  used  is  a  grade  of  coin, 
shewing  condition;  what  value  will  the  tiny 
“U”  have  if  samples  of  these  coins  ultimately 
escape  from  their  presentation  boxes  and 
become  bullion  coins?  Reduced  by  handling 
and  bagmarking  to,  say,  EF,  the  “U”  mark — a 
cheap  marketing  gimmick  if  ever  there  was 
one — will  have  begun  to  look  a  trifle  sick. 

Has  a  “regular”  issue  of  these  coins  been 
made  for  ordinary  commercial  purposes?  If  so, 
this  specially  marked  issue  will  have  some 
cachet  at  least.  If  not,  then  we  ought  to  be 
asking  our  National  Mint  to  revert  to  more 
conventional  practices  forthwith. — MAX¬ 
WELL  CRAVEN,  Keeper  of  Antiquities,

on  6”  is  not  much  scarcer  than  the  normal

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TOKEN  CONGRESS  85 


This  annual  Congress,  specifically  for  those  interested  in  Tokens  and  “Paranumisma- 
tica ",  was  held  over  the  weekend  of  9-10  November  1985  at  Holly  Rovde,  Universit\ 
of  Manchester  Department  of  Extra  Mural  Studies.  The  venue  was  formerly  a 
merchant’s  house,  which  has  been  tastefully  refurbished,  with  modern  extensions 
providing  conference  and  accommodation  facilities. 

Fifty-two  enthusiasts  attended  the  Congress,  the  tried  and  trusted  format  of 
previous  years  being  adhered  to  by  its  organiser  and  MC.  Bill  Kennett.  A  distinguish¬ 
ing  feature  of  these  functions  is  the  especial  friendliness  of  the  whole  weekend, 
combined  with  the  intensity  of  debate  and  the  plethora  of  questions  flowing  from  the 
talks.  They  tend,  almost  naturally,  to  present  talks,  whilst  complete  in  themselves 
presentation-wise,  vet  still  requiring  and  indeed  asking  for  further  information, 
development  and  discussion— surely  the  pedigree  of  true  numismatics.  This  was 
demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  all  available  time  was  allotted  to  Token  matters. 

No  less  than  17  papers  and  reports  were  presented,  covering  a  variety  of  specialist 
interests  which  included:  Sunday  school  medals;  Co-operative  dividend  checks  and 
pre-payment  tokens;  pub  checks;  Savings  Bank  medals;  ticket  makers  and  commemor¬ 
ative  medals.  Reports  were  presented  on  the  progress  of  the  Token  Corresponding 
Society,  the  Pub  Check  Study  Group,  and  the  long  hoped-for  publication — The  Token 
Dictionary.  These  were  all  followed  by  good  and  meaty  debate. 

The  College  provided  excellent  fayre  throughout  the  Congress  and  the  usual 
Saturday  Token  Bourse  was  well  supported,  carrying  on  to  the  small  hours  of  Sunday. 

These  Congresses,  originally  instituted  by  Brian  Edge  at  Crewe,  fill  a  need  for  those 
interested  in  the  (questionably)  cheaper  end  of  numismatics,  but  numismatics  neverth¬ 
eless  and  nobly  and  unashamedly  so,  as  demonstrated  by  the  fully  crammed  but 
unpadded  programme  which  overran  the  allotted  meal/coffee  breaks  on  several 
occasions.  With  this  formula  and  keen  collector  support  these  Token  Congresses  must 
surely  continue  to  succeed.

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THE  COINAGE 
COMMEMORATING  THE 
CENTENARY  OF  THE 
AUGSBURG  CONFESSION 

by 

S.  L.  HANCOCK 


The  coinage  of  Saxony  (formerly  a  kingdom  in  eastern  Germany)  has  always  been 
admired  for  its  style  and  imagination.  Nowhere  are  these  qualities  more  amply 
demonstrated  than  on  the  series  of  coins  struck  by  the  Elector  Johann  Georg  I  (161 1- 
1656)  in  gold  and  silver,  to  commemorate  the  Augsburg  Confession  (25th  June  1530). 
These  commemorative  pieces  are  known  in  a  number  of  denominations:-  the  British 
Museum  having  a  very  representative  selection.

Also  known  are  the  rare  eighth  taler,  (silver)  the  10  and  5  ducat  pieces  (gold)  and  the 
extremely  rare  gold  6-ducat  piece. 

The  obverse  of  the  latter  coin  bears  the  regal  half  length  profile  of  Johann  Georg  1  in 
robes  and  large  sword  in  hand.  A  large  quartered  heraldic  shield  appears  beneath  the 
Elector,  whilst  the  date  (25  July  1630),  and  the  ruler's  name  IOH  GEOR.  appear 
within  the  beaded  inner  circle.  The  obverse  legend  reads:- 


EXHIRT/E  SECULUM:x  CONFESS:  LUTTER: AUG: 

The  reverse  depicts  a  similar  type  profile  of  Luther's  contemporary  and  supporter, 
Johann  I  (1525-1532).  Four  heraldic  shields  appear  at  12,  3,  6  and  9  o'clock,  with  the 
reverse  legend:- 

TURRIS  FORTISSIM  NOMEN  DOMINI  (The  name  of  the  lord  is  a  very  strong 
tower)  interspersed  between  them.  As  on  the  obverse  the  electoi  s  name, 
(IOANNES),  and  date  (25  July  1530)  appear  within  the  inner  circle. 

This  series  of  coins  was  struck  to  commemorate  the  centenary  of  the  Augsburg 
Confession,  a  statement  of  Lutheran  beliefs,  which  was  presented  to  the  German  Diet, 
at  Augsburg.  The  confession  (originally  called  the  articles  ot  Schwabach)  has  been 
praised  as  a  Protestant  ‘Summa  Theologica',  and  its  author,  Philip  Melanchthon 
(1497-1560)  was  a  great  nephew  of  the  Humanist  scholar  Reuchlin,  and  Professor  of 
Greek  at  the  University  of  Wittenburg.  The  confession  was  a  great  declaration  ot 
Luther’s  philosophy  and  was  delivered  at  a  time  of  great  religious-political  upheavals 
in  Europe,  when  Protestantism  sought  to  establish  itself  as  a  distinct  entity  from 
Rome.  For  the  next  twenty  five  years  the  Empire  was  plagued  with  conflict  (from  a 
variety  of  sources);  nevertheless,  the  new  religion  succeeded  in  supplanting  (  atholi- 
cism  in  most  of  Northern  Europe  —  particularly  England  and  Sweden. 

Moreover,  the  circumstances  surrounding  the  striking  of  the  coins  is  very  interest¬ 
ing.  By  1630,  the  fragile  religious  peace  imposed  by  the  treaty  of  Augsburg  ( 1555)  on 
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the  celebrated  “CUJUS  REGIO  EJUS  RELIGIO'  principle  was  shattered  and  Europe 
plunged  into  a  series  id  bitter  territorial-religious  conflicts  called  the  Thirty  Years  War 
( 1618-1648).  The  continent  was  divided  into  armed  camps  the  Catholic  forces  of  the 
Emperor  Ferdinand  II  ( 1619-1637)  being  based  on  the  so-called  'Madrid- Vienna  Axis 
whilst  the  Protestant  powers  included  Saxony,  Denmark.  George  William  of  Braden- 
burg-Prussia,  the  Republic  ot  Venice  (“Honorary  Protestants')  and  later  Sweden  and 
France. 

The  period  1618-1630  saw  the  fortunes  of  the  Catholic  League  in  the  ascendancy. 
The  Bohemian  rebels  had  been  crushed  at  the  White  Mountain  (8th  November  1620), 
the  Protestant  soldier  of  fortune  Mansfeld  was  heavily  defeated  at  Dessau  on  the  Elbe 
(25th  April  1626)  and  Christian  IV’s  Danish  army  had  been  routed  at  Lutter  (August 
1626).  The  fall  of  Wismar  (1627),  Rostock  (1628),  and  the  withdrawal  of  Denmark 
from  the  war  by  the  treaty  of  Ltibeck,  (May  1629)  precipitated  a  crisis  for  the 
Protestant  powers. 

The  centenary  of  the  Augsburg  Confession,  coinciding  with  the  turning  point  in  the 
Thirty  Years  War,  provided  Protestants  with  a  much  needed  cause  for  celebration  and 
increased  their  determination  and  morale.  As  it  was,  the  entry  of  Sweden  and  France 
into  the  war  proved  decisive,  and  swung  the  tiller  in  favour  of  the  Protestant  powers.  It 
was  the  latter's  great  victories  at  Britenfeld  (1631),  Lutzen  (1632),  Rocroi  (1643), 
Ziismarshausen  (1648)  and  Lens  (1648)  which  ensured  their  victory  in  war  and 
triumph  at  the  Peace  Conference  -  vide  the  Treaty  of  Westphalia  (October  1648). 

What  history  there  is  in  such  coins.  There  can  be  little  doubt  that  placing  coins  into 
their  historical  context  is  really  one  of  the  most  rewarding  aspects  of  Numismatics.
